DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-8, 11-14, and 17-19 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reason for the indication of allowance: 

With respect to independent claims 1 and 17, the reasons for allowance are as 
the applicants stated in their remarks/arguments (pages 12-17) of the amendment filed 
on 9/8/06. 

Claims 2-8 and 11-14 are allowed as being dependent on independent claim 1. 

With respect to independent claims 18 and 19, Mohindra (U.S. 6,717,981) 
discloses a transmitting and receiving unit in figure 3. Mohindra discloses a receiving 
and transmitting branch that each has an in-phase and quadrature components 
(Column 3, lines 25-56). Mohindra also discloses a switch that directly couples the 
transmitting branch to the receiving branch and thus providing an IQ calibration mode 
for reducing IQ impairments with calibrate element 325 (Column 3, lines 25-56). On the 
other hand, Mohindra fails to teach a first and second frequency generators each having 
a separate phase-locked loop with a local oscillator frequency set independently by a 
divider ratio and first switch that couples the transmitting branch to one of the first and 
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second frequency generators, which are originated from a common reference frequency 
source. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
